GLASGOW HAS WILD 


NIGHT OF RIOTING. 


Mob of Eleven Thousand Run Ramp- 


ant Destroying Property and 


Hundreds Are Injured.

GLASGOW, Sopt.; 10.—Following a 


night of rioting between a mob ot 
11,000 men and tho mounted police, 
the city- today shows tho effect of the 
worst experience in its history. Tho 
streets are littered, scores of houses 
damaged and 
hundreds 
ot terror 


stricken citiaons are g-uardiHg; tholr 
property -with arms, fearing1 a recur- 
rence of the outbreak. 


Beginning at midnight, the mob, led 


by Socialist agitators, attempted to 
raid the aristocratic residential dis- 
trict. This was kept up until dawn 
with tlie police in constant clash with 
Oie mob. 


The rioters -were clubbed remorse- 


lessly whenever an outrage was at- 
tempted. The mob carried away hun- 
dreds ot Injured. 
Shooting frequent- 


iy occurs and the citizens go armed. 
The mob dispersed this morning and 
dozens of the ring leaders were jailed. 
The situation is serious. 
Some esti- 


mate may be gathered -when It is 
learned that the mob was composed 
ot 180,000 xmemployod.
